TRAFFIC GUARD 70 
PROTECT CHILDREN 
ON FOOTHILL 


Protection from traffic of chil- 
dren crossing Foothill boulevard 
at Campus avenue was authoriz- 
ed at the city council meeting last 
night, this being one of several 
important actions taken by the 
officials. A traffic guard will be 
assigned there to serve the chil- 
dren in the morning, at noon, and 
at the close of school. 

As the result of the occupancy 
of the city’s new housing project 
on North Campus avenue, many 
children will be crossing Foothill 
in going to and from the Ele- 
mentary school, it was pointed 
out. Ninety-two of the 100 fam- 
ilies to be in the project have 
children, according to Mrs. Gay- 
lord Bowman, one of the resi- 
dents of Los Olivos project. 

Recognizing the situation, the 
councilmen authorized the police 
committee to confer with the po- 
lice department relative to hav- 
ing an officer at the crossing 
when the children will be going 
to and from their homes to school. 

NO MORE EXPENSE 

No additional expense is con- 
templated in the patrol at Cam- 
pus, it being suggested by the 
councilmen that the officers could 
be there instead of at Euclid ave- 
nue as at present in checking 
traffic. 

“By having the police there, the 
children will perhaps realize that 
the officers are for their protec- 
tion and not to be feared,” Coun- 
cilman Ray R. Sherwood declar- 
ed. 

A committe from the Upland 
Parent-Teacher association was} 
present to ask for the traffic 
guard. This group included Mrs. 
Nellis McNeil, president, and Mrs. 
Bowman and Mrs. John McGrog- 
an, the latter also a resident of 
Los Olivos. 

TWO SURVEYS AUTHORIZED 

Two surveys were authorized 
by the councilmen. One will be 
on the city’s insurance, the pres- 
ent policies and needs. The other 
survey will be on the city’s sys- 
tem of garbage collection with a 
view of making changes. 

It was agreed, however, that 
when the city trucks pick up tin 
cans in the governmental metal 
conservation program that all 
residents be served and not just 
those who are patrons of the 
garbage collection service. The 
can pick-up service is once a| 
month, the next one to be next 
Wednesday. 

“Progress” reports were made 
by City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley in preparation for the placing 
of bicycle “parking racks in the 
business district and in the land- 
scaping of Euclid avenue on the 
south side of Foothill boulevard. 

INSURANCE REPORT 

A comprehensive report on the 
city’s liability in case an auxil- 
iary policeman or other members 
of the civilian defense organization 
are injured was submitted by City 
Attorney Edward E. Gray. All 
parties are covered,by insurance, 
it was emphasized, although he 
suggested that if auxiliary police- | 
men go outside of the city limits, 
they should be “commandeered” 
for duty and not, go voluntarily.

CITY MAY GET HELP 
IN RECREATION 


Additional help for Upland in 
maintaining a recreational pro- 
gram and other war-time activi- 
ties is being investigated by city 
Officials today. A new law per- 
mits the state office of civilian 
defense to pay one-half of the 
cost of clerical and supervisorial 
help in directing special activities 
allied with the civilian defense 
program. 

A part-time director of recrea- 
tion may thus be employed to as- 
sist in sponsoring a teen-age pro- 
gram as well as other activities, 
according to Richard G. Manley, 
city manager. Two and one-half 
million dollars have been appro- 
priated by the state legislature to 
assist municipalities in their ci- 
vilian defense activities.
